The federal Income tax case which Portland 
author Stewart H. Holbrook lost In U. B.'dUtrlct 
court Is hecomUig aomethlng oC a cause celebtc 
among writers and artists. Tliere well may be 
an orgnnUed effort to get congress to give some 
meaning to the tax taw affccUng these creative 
workers, as suggested In an article In PublLihera' 
Weekly, reprinted on thia page. 

A tax lawyer tells vs that-the section ot the' 
Internal revenue code In dispute must Imve been 
wrllWn for Bftok of the Monjh club award wln- 
nwAlthougfrlv i* Intended'Hio^rend bAck the 
autlior'a bunched Income over the preceding two 
years. If he was working tlieii without any 
royalties coming In, II does not ai>ply to an 
author 'whoso Income In the key yenr Is lest 
than BO per cent of hb earnings on the book. 

A simple amendment to the act would elimin- 
ate or teduca materially the '"over BO per cent" 
requirement ot eurnln'£n..wJi]cli If aUnhiDd In a 
sluBliryetir alIow.i the author to npread back hia 
enmlng.i for tax purposes to cover a maxlmunf 
of three years.
